A  deeply  religious  man,  he  was 
advised  by  his  doctor  that  it  was  not  wise  to 
continue  the  long  evening  hours  and  is  now 
devoting  his  time  to  his  church. 

A  man  not  large  in  stature  but  with  a  powerful 
stentorian  timbered  voice,  we  never  grew  tired  of 
his  evening  greeting  "And  how  are  we  today 
sir?".  Or  his  goodbye  "Well  okay". 

He  had  a  delightful  sense  of  humour.  I  play 
squash  regularly  at  Tattersall's  with  two  partners. 
Being  an  edge  runner  regarding  time  schedules,  I 
would  often  rush  through  reception  and  invariably 
ask  if  my  partners  had  arrived.  One  evening  as  I 
passed  through  reception  I  asked  if  Mr  Shaw  had 
arrived,  the  reply  I  received  was  "No,  but  the 
Governor's  here"  referring  to  my  other  partner 
Peter  Thomas. 

A  week  later  I  was  greeted  with  "Good  evening 
Governor"  then  a  pause  as  I  walked  to  the  lift 
then  the  follow  through  came  "The  General's 
here". 

It  was  also  an  experience  to  be  the  last  to  leave 
when  the  Elizabeth  Street  entry  door  was  closed.
